Australia must try to emulate Brazil, Argentina and Yugoslavia and learn 
the lesson that Soccer should not be played at 100 miles per hour. 


This was one of two 
main messages delivered 
by national coach. Les 
Scheinflug, who returned 
from Spain on Saturday. 


“It also became quite 
clear to me that we would 
not be far behind the 
leading nations if our top 
clubs could go fully pro- 
fessional,’ he said, 

“All the raw talent we 


need is right here, but the 
big thing is that there 
must be more skill 
training. 

"This cannot be given 
in competitive or trial 
Matches. It must come 
from sessions that are 
planned to increase play- 
er skills.” 

Scheinflug saw matches 
in Bilbao, La Coruna, Vigo 
and Gijon. He marvelled 


at how Spain played major 
games in cities where ac- 
comodation was either 
non-existent or astronom- 
ically expensive. 


His early return was de- 
signed to enable him to 
take control of the Austra- 
lian youth team’s four-day 
camp which began yes- 
terday.

Maroubra and will ‘be 
working-out at the St 
George Stadium. 

He was impressed with 
the World Cup build-up 
by Dr joe Venglos in 
Czechoslovakia, and con- 
tinued to observe their 
Preparations in Spain 
along with those of Aus- 
tria and West Germany. 

Scheinflug will have the 


chance to bring his new- 
found ideas into play 
when Australia com- 
mences its preparations 
for 1986, 

He was in Finland to see 
Scotland win the Euro- 
pean Youth Champion- 
ship from Czechos- 
lovakia, Russia and 
Poland, 

He said: ‘‘We are 
behind them in our pre- 
parations and it will take 
some hard bullocking to 
catch up. 

“At least six of the Cze- 
ch youth players are first 
division regulars."” 

His other point is that 
whilst the Africians and 
Central Americans are 
advancing, the big Soccer 
nations of Europe are 
tending to stand still.

Many associations have played their very 
junior grades on small fields for years, but there 
is no compulsion to do so. 

In consequence some of the even bigger as- 
sociations are dragging their feet. 

The move comes from the Ku-ring-gai and 
District Soccer Association. 

The wording of the submission is: “That all 
Associations affiliated to the NSW ASF Play Mini- 
Soccer, that is, non-competition, small-sided 
games on reduced-sized pitches, for all age- 
groups under 7 and below, commencing in the 
1983 season." 


NSW Amateur secretary Rod Woods admits 
that there was no greater opponent than himself 
when the scheme was first mooted. 

He felt that it was contrary to FIFA rules and 
that players would become non-competitive in 
attitude and drop away. 


He believed that the lack of trophies would be 
a drawback. But he says that when Ku-ring-gai 
commenced the Mini-Soccer scheme it was a 
success right from the start.

One of the big benefits Soccer re- 
ceived with the introduction of the multi- 
cultural 0/28 Network was that the sport 
had at last reached the television age. 


It is one thing to view overseas matches — 
it is a more vital matter to have at least 
adequate exposure for the leading clubs and 
players of the country itself. 


The limitation of the 0/28 signal has in part 
been overcome by the packaging of the 
sessions for use by some commercial stations 
who have been keen to telecast them. 


But it is time to draw attention to the junior 
programme known as ‘Captain Socceroo”. 


"One point we notice is that too often 
matches come from one area, the Southern & 
Eastern Soccer Football Association district in 
Sydney. That association is referred to as 
something akin to “the South-East division of 
the Sydney League”, surely disigned by its 
ineptitude to turn off interest for the junior 
and amateur movement of Sydney. 


Why not spread the games around more? 

Games are played on open paddocks by 
teams who are usually too young to be an 
example to others. 


Why not use more matches from the Tas- 
man Cup, Turner Cup or 2SM Cup that 
feature strong school sides, and bring the 
education system into the act? 


Find out where matches are being played in 
the prestigious U13, 14, 15 & 16 NSW Youth 
League and show their games. 


Use State League or Philips League 
grounds, or local grounds which have fences 
around the playing area or which are clearly 
defined. 

On demonstrations high school teacher 
John Doyle is in his element. 

Host Tony Henderson comes through as an 
affable fellow who is provided with youngs- 
ters who are surely unscreened before being 
brought on to the session. 

The result is a two-youngster lottery which 
defies description. Get older boys who are 
screened first and turn the quiz into some- 
‘thing worthwhile. 

One is left with the feeling that people such 
as Ray Baartz, John Watkiss, John Warren, Atti 
Abonyi, Peter Wilson, Richard Alagich, Peter 
Stone, John Perin or Gary Byrne are badly 
needed to add spice and revitalise the series. 
Our feelings on the inadequacies of the 
session at present have been endorsed by so 
many junior and schools people who have 
brought the matter to attention.

It didn’t take long for State Soccer 
officials to organise dinners and functions 
to honour the long-serving Brian Le Fevre 
after his shock resignation as the No 1 
employee of the ASF. 

Le Fevre attended two dinners in Mel- 
bourne last week and I believe there are a 
few more to be given to this fine loyal 
servant of the round-ball code. 

The first luncheon was provided by the 
Victorian federation board of management 
where I understand a frank discussion took 
place as the Victorians were curious to find 
out what was the real reason for his 
resignation from Soccer's plum job. 

They wanted to know why ASF presi- 
dent, Sir Arthur George, accepted his 
resignation with such speed without con- 
sulting his executive members. It seems to 
me that the relationship between these two 
couldn't have been as good as we have 
been led to believe. 

At the reception in Le Fevre’s honour 
given by popular Footscray veteran admi- 
nistrator, Tony Kovac, at his Vineyard 
Restaurant, in Acland Street, St Kilda, on 
Friday evening, the former secretary- 
general went to great pains to stress the 
point that he was always loyal to his 
president. He also praised Sir Arthur for 
his good work. 

But as one of the guests with three other 
journalists, Laurie Schwab (The Age), 
Peter Desira (The Sun) and Bob Brian 
(Melbourne Herald), I gained the impres- 
sion no-one was convinced. 

It was Le Fevre at his brilliant diploma- 
tic best. This followed other diplomatic 
Speeches by the 18 people present. 


No-one wanted to spoil the occasion in 
pointing a finger at the real culprits. 

Sam Papasavas, chairman of the Philips 
League, paid tribute to Le Fevre in obtai- 
ning sponsorship for the Philips League 
and World Cup, even though some other 
people in high positions took the credit for 
it, 


This was followed by other remarks 
made by Michael Weinstein, chairman of 
the VSF and vice-president of the ASF. He 
said when he learned of Le Fevre’s resigna- 
tion in the newspapers he couldn't believe 
it that a man who had withstood the 
pressure and growing pains of Australian 
Soccer for the past 13 years, and in partic- 
ular with national coach Rudi Gutendorf 
and the marketing tragedies, had finally 
decided to throw the towel in and settle in 
North Queensland. 

Some bitterness was expressed about Le 
Fevre's departure in Sam Papasavas’ fare- 
well speech. The PSL chairman said it was 
a pity Soccer was losing him and it was 
most unfortunate that some people who 
should resign would remain. 

Naturally everyone was full of praise for 
the work Le Fevre had done for the game. 
And there’s no doubt he'll be missed by all 
concerned, 

Le Fevre was a devoted and loyal serv- 
ant to Soccer, He has gone through the ups 
and downs of the sport. He’s a man of 
decision and the highest integrity. 

T fully agree with the people who suspect 
he didn’t resign voluntarily

It is a well-known fact that two of Australia’s greatest-ever players, Johnny Watkiss and Johnny Warren, grew up in 


the same street.

PLAYING FIELDS 


To save taking out of play full-size pit- 
ches, we have utilised space alongside 
thesé fields, or small areas that are not big 
enough to allow construction of large 
fields, It is possible to fit three mini-fields 
in an area as big as one full-size field. 

The size of the goal is reduced to suit the 
age-group to Sft high and 14ft wide, and 
the penalty area and six yard box elimi- 
nated, and substituted by a 12 yd arc 

There is no offside in the game as 
children of this age-group do not fully 
comprehend this ig 

The ideal field size is three kicks long 
and two kicks wide, according to our 
coaching organisation. 


PLAYER PARTICIPATION

A few months ago Tony Scott was a member of John Bond’s coaching team at Manchester 
ity.

He is coaching Marconi’s PSL Youth team, and 
his job is a life and general insurance representative 
with the AMP Society.

“But we had been determined to migrate to Australia 
for the life here and to see what chances it brought for the 
children,” he told me. 

The big management team on the football side at Maine 
Road, Manchester under Bond was assistant manager John

Tony Book, who lost his post and saw the club’s decline 
reversed by Bond, is the Youth Development Officer, with 
Ken Barnes as Chief Scout. 

Slightly-built and with a quick perception, Scott played 
450 matches in the English Football League in a career that 
started at 16 and ended at 33, 

No less than 220 games were with West Ham and Aston 
Villa in the First Division. From there he went on to play 
with Torquay, Bournemouth and Exeter. 

Tony Scott came through in the same West Ham youth 
team as Bobby Moore and Martin Peters._ > 


As an England Youth international he totted up 11 
appearances, seeing service against Scotland, Northern 
Ireland, Spain, Yugloslavia and West Germany. 

He was capped once at under 21 level against Spain. 

So far as the really big time events are concerned, Tony 
Scott can only bemoan how a cartilage injury caused him to 
miss out on what would have been the high points of a very 
successful football career.
